The Bayone Papers of the 26th of Augost have arrived at 
our office, and annoance the complete overthrow of the rebels ua- 
der the command of one of their principal leaders, the Trappist, 
who was proceeding to effect a junction with the other rebel lead- 


manded by the Empecinado, whose name was so familiar to us as 
a Guerilla Chief daring the war of the Peninsala. The rebels 
lost in killed sboat 200 men, besides many prisoners. The Chief 
himself escaped in the confusion. 


The principal! seatof the rebels is Ochagavia, io Navarre, 
and they have framed what they venture to call “a provisional 
Government.” The president of the Jonta is Joaquie Lacarra, 
aod this person occasionally issues proclamations, requiring the 
people of S»ain to take ap Arms for the delivery of their 


The jatest of these manifesioes is of the 16th of Aagust, 
aod is most pompously given “in the palace of the Govern- 
ment at Ochagevia.” It might not be readily imagined that this 
pretended Government, which talks about overtarcing the Consti- 
tation, was yet unable to command 4 printing press in all Spsia, 
bat was ob'ized to have this proclamation clandestinely printed 
at Bayonne. The paper is of some importance, as by way of encou- 
raging the\friends to despotism throagwoat the Pesinsuls, it un- 
dertakes to shew them the extent of the power which promises 
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them the eventaal success of the enterprize.—It becins rather 
ominously with an exonse for a deception practised in the prece- 
ding Aidress for the Provisional Government” had promised 
its followers a supply of Arms, and now confesses that it was not 
provided with the means of fulfilling this engagement, 


“ Now, however,” says the proclamation, “ we have ia our 
power an abondance of arms of all kinds, ammugition, money, 
clothing, and every thing necessary to triumph over our enemies.” 
Bat why should the Defenders of the faith,” be credited now, 
wheo we have their own ackoowledg ment that a similar assertion 
in the former Address was 4 fabrication? “ We garrison an in- 
expugoable fort (Oclmgavia to wit), and we have 4,000 infantry, 
with 200 cavalry, who in their first essays in war, bave been the 
admiration and terror of their enemies.” These are the heroes 
who, during the writing of this panegyric, were eaxployed io plua- 
dering Ballasiro, and every other place in their line of march, 
and were five days afterwards completely routed by the Bapeci- 
nado! It is satisfactory to know the atmost extent of the power 
ef the rebels, and fram the character for vivacity which thése gen- 
tlemen give of themselves, we are fally justified ia believing that 
they have very much exaggerated their strength, 

With an equal spirit of falsehood the ** Defenders of the 
Paith,” asnre the people of Navarre, that the Constitutionalists 
have destroyed tecligion and disclaimed their God, and that 
their ory is “Down with Religion, the Devil for ever!*—h 
is not easy to say whether we should mest admire the 
extraordinary impudence of this falsehood or the degree 
of bratalised ignorance which the Janta of “the Paith” mast 
presume to exist in the simple Navarrese. The writers of 
the Manifesto are probably monks, and they enn pretty well es- 
timate the mental powers of the people whom they address; but 
if they seriously seek to propitiate public opinion in their favour, 
they ought to look beyond the peasants of Navarre, and recollect 
that these addresses are read by saperior classes of persons, who 
mast be discusted by their shametess falsehood, we doubt whe- 
ther even the Emperer of Austria woold believe this wssertion, 
albeit well disposed as he is to credit any thing against the ene- 
mies of despotism and the profane reformers of the abuses of the 
Charch.

might otherwise feel due to its high aod imposing origin. The 
avowed objects of the paper are to show —ist, That a war with 
Tarkey for the express purpose of sapportiag the Greek inser- 
gents, would be inconsistem with the emperor's pledges to the 
Holy Alltance; Ql, thatany @ar with Turkey for the’ sake of 
conqaering provinces already desolated, would be injarious to 
the taterests of Russia at this moment, 


We have always considered that far-femed “ aronarebica! 
principle,” taken as @ bees for the Gaed poliey of civilized 
governments in ac improving age, te have been an unforta- 
nate suggestion. % was, indeed, what may be termed an wa- 
lacks hit, becanse it-avest of neecasite eoteil apon its authors 
inexplicable dificalties in petet of remsoning; end where they 
o@me io mainiaia it by eeton, the most mivckiovews sesisianes 
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tp the clearest dictates of wisdom, justice, and bamesity. Let 
os take for instance, a passage of two from the preseat paper. 
The anofficial writer, whoever he is. assaming the defence of 
the Bmperer Alexander, says, “that his Imgerial Majesty bad 
jest pronounced ibe words, that he would maiatain peace is 
Barope, and not tolercete any insurrection, whee he received 
information of that ia Moldavia and Wallachia.” Now, as it 
mest be the wish of every lover of peace on earth to see a genc- 
ral harmony sabsistiag between the carcent feelings aad opinions 
of mankind, aed the principles professed by their ralers, we 
mast beg leave te ask, whether it is net too late ie this century 
for the advocate of any assemblage of state«men to tell the world, 
that ne insurrection will be tolerated! What is that bat pro- 
glaimiag in other words that every degree of tyranay must be 
endured? Nag, that ang system of laws and usages, constitating 
the whole essence of a state, may be averthroen at the will 
af those whe govern—that not oaly the worst piteh of dooay 
and degeneracy in their G>veroment must be,hold sacred, bat 
that revolation the most absolate, the most sudden, aad the most 
raisous, provided only that it be effected by the Sovercign and 
his Ministers, mast be acquieseed ia by the nation, on paia of 
incarring the bizh displeasare of the Holy Alliance; or, as ia 
the ease of the anhappy Neapolitans (whose King had revole- 
tionized the whole kiagdom soon after he recovered his throur), 
oo pain of being subjected to military pasishment! If such be 
the extent of the priaciple contended for by the Holy Alliaoce— 
and it is nothing less—itis fair to ask whether the avowal of 
sach a principle tends, ia the year 1832, to streagthen or to an- 
dermine the eaase of regular Governments? We are told again, 
that it was “impossible for the Emperor, whe was seteally 
engaged in restoring the tranquillity of Italy, to apptove of the 
treabies commencing in Tarkey.” 

It has been already declared, as the solemn pledge of the Bn- 
peror, that he would tolerate “ no” insarrections; it was needless, 
therefore, ome might suppose, to addace this particalar justifica- 
tion of bis consistency. Bat what aa argument! Beeaase he 
pat down the people of Ttaly, therefore be mast pat down the 
Greeks’! Is it, then, acknowledged that the Turkish Government 
deserves to be supported, as well as that of Naples? that the 
Neopolitaa Government was no better than the Ottoman, that the 
people of Naplesbad to endure 2 yoke as galling, as barbarous, 
as orael, as insapportable as that of the Tarks? Alas! and this 
ie the same breath in which credit istaken for giving “ peace” — 
(and sack peace)—to Italy! Where “no” insurrection will be 
pardoned, and ao tyranny controlled, itbecomes eseless to gra- 
deate the scale of oppression, or to attempt any adjastment of 
the limits of right aod wrong: yet afurther instwsce appears in 
this docameat, of the monstrous paredores which grow oat of the 
adoption of one false vrinciple —and it isa mere extension of the 
former topic of jastification. “ He (the Baperor) could not ep- 
prove a diseet rebellion in one part of Birope, while be was ea-' 
gaced in suppressing it in another.” Tais bat agravatesthe for- 
mer error, and illustrates our remark of a few tliaes preceeding. 
Alter alieging that a@ ‘asurrection of Greeks was n-ither better 
hor worse thie a Neupolitan insurrection, the seatence which 
we have last qucted pots all inserrections precisely on & par.

Todepeutly of the deep national 
iaterest Bagtaod bas in tho erection of a power in Turkey, capable, 
by affording the protection of laws to the people, and by soting 
in the spirit of the age, of acquiring such a consistency as may 
arrest the progress of both Russia aod Aastria in that importa 
part of the World, we should be sorry to see any thing like oo ini 
mate condeotion befweed so Gne a people as the Greeks, and the 
most veadl and evrrapt of alt the nations possessing any thiog ia 
the shape of a civitised Government. 


If the Government of this country did pot identify itself with 
the Aisty Alliance, bat viewed Turkey mérely with reference to 
British taterests and British potiey, there can be no question as 
to the course it would pursue at the present moment. Certainly 
it would neither give avsistance or encouragement to the Turks 
against the Greeks, Wit fewer Russia of Austriv ia the Bast, 
such a policy would be the surest way to promote the realization 
of the object dreaded. Russia, in partioutar, would fled the oo- 
cupation of Turkey greatly factitated by the destruction of the 
Greeks.

The other nati-, 
ons mast wait awhile antil their insensate Rulers drive them 
into action, The Cordon is the touchstone which will now try 
the temper of this country.

Pranhfort, July 12.—One of our journals contains a very 
Jong article, dated St, Petersburgh, on the political relations of 
Rassia aud Turkey. 


After the Preach had heen driven from Reasia, and the Ras- 
sian armies had marched .vietotious to the banks of the Seine, 
the greaiest exertions .were requisiteto repair the almost ineal- 
culable injary which the Freneh javasion bad done to Russia. Tho 
Government, however, following the example af Frederick II. 
after the seven year’s war, directed its whole attention to the in. 
ternal resources of the eprmapire, and Rassia was acver farther from 
any thoaght of foreign conquest or foreign war, than when Teoi- 
lauti commenced his rash enterprise, 


The B.aperor, meantime, was continaally employed in con- 
solidating the great edifice of the tranquillity of Barope, of which 
he and his powerful allies had Inid the foundation. The iaternal 
repose of the nations was ao indispensable conditions, aad the, 
Emperor could not but second the measures of his allies in the 
affairs of Naplesand Piedmont, It was for this parpose, and 
without any othor political object, that his Majesty went to Trop- 
paa aod Laybach. 

The Emperor Alexander had in consequence jast provounc- 
ed the decisive words, that he would maintain peace in Rarope, 
and oot tolerate any insurrection, when he received information 
of the insurrection in Moldavia aod Walachia. Was it possible 
that the Emperor, who was actaally engaged ia restoring the 
tranquillity of Ltaly, should approve of the troubles in Turkey ? 
Had not the Turkish empire been recognized as an integral part 
of Burope at the late Congress of Vienna? Notwithstanding the 
interest whioh the heart of the Emperor would naterally feel ia 
the fate of his fellow Christians, he could not approve of a direct 
rebellion in ove part of Europe, while be was cagaced in sup- 
pressing it in another ; and as the revolution was commenced by 
one ofhis own Generals, it wasan inevitable consequence of what 
had slready been done, that he must explicitly declare his disap- 
probation. Shortly after this eveat, the tasurrection broke out 
with far greater violence in the. south of Turkey. No reasonable 
man will say that the Emperor oaght to have seen this iaserrec- 
tion io a different light from that io the north. It was therefore 
in the natare of the case that be jadged of the troubles in the Mo- 
rea in the same words as of those in the north, that is, that he 
disapproved the one as well as the other. There have been, ia- 
deed, men in Barope—mea of a kind benevolent disposition, who 
while thinking of theic fellow Greck Christians forget all other 
considerations, becaase the Emperor of Russia has exerted him 
self in preceding coaveations and treaties to lichtea the yoke of 
the Greeks, looked on him as the man who was in some degree 
bound immediately to take arms in defence of his proteses. These 
pices wishes are refuted by the development of the sitution in 
which Rassia then was, aad the circumstances which obliged the 
Bmperor tocxpress that disapprobation of the Greek iasarrectioa. 
In case of a cange in the Emperor's way of thinking, would not all 
the cabinets have reproached hum with the greatest iaconsisica- 
ey, and perbaps even with ambitious views? 
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| Oar difference with Tarkey is parcty of diplomatic origig, 
Our Ambassador was insalted, The insélit bégan in te viola. 
tion of the law of nations io bis person, and of the trestics 
which Rassia had formeriy made ; and this insult was so og: 
rageous, that our Ambassador was obliged to deciare his mission 
ended, and to leave Constantinople. Ht is trae, the Gree 
revolation, and the measores employad against it, cave rise to 
the offehce. Bat the well knowa notes in which Baroy Stroge. 
noff states bis grounds of complaint do not ¢ontain one syllable 
defending the Greek revolation itself: he did nol complaig 
bevause the revolution was checked, but becaase the arregant 
Divan refesed to recognize the privileges to which Baron Strogo. 


‘no was entitled as Russian Ambassador, aod because the 


persons who, taking part ia the revolution, claimed the protec~ 
tion of the Ambassador, were, notwithstanding this protection, 
pertecoted with fire and sword. The violation of treaties and 
of the lew of nations was, therefore, the cause of the breach of 
he existing relations. 


To what point of view, then, is oar contest with Turkey te 
he régarded? Tt proceeds froma private difference whieh the 
two states-havé to settle between themselves, and which the 
E n>erot has admitted to the mediation of foreign Powers ; and 
rather hae accepted this mediation —because his direct relations 
with the Seltanare broken off—becaase the present political 
interest of Russia makes the maintenance of peace gecessary— 
becanse his magnanimous heart prefers peace to military ¢lory 
—and, lastly, because sl! the Monatchs are unanimous in 
maintsining the statutes of Earope, as laid down at the Vienaa 
Congress. 

The state of the case is simply this ;— 


Ist. Rassia is ina state of difereare with Turkey, bat, 


which has arisen from the breach of treaties.and the law of pations 
on the part of the Tarks, and ia. which the Greek iusurrection 
has po direct share. 

21. Rassia hes not by any means shown a teodency to 
offensive war, but it is able to repel every attack, 


3d. Russia has sicniGed to the Tarkish Goverament by the 
intervention of En:iand and Austria, ia what maager the ancient 
relations may be re-established. 


4th. Negotiations are actually on foot respeeting this aratter. 
If we acourately consider the contents of the notes of the Divac 
of the 28th of February and the 184 of April, as answers to the 
Raussiac wtimetam, as itis called, which is 201 yet pablished, it 
will pot eseape the attentive observer (hat this so called witime- 
tum cau have had ng other object thae the restoration of tinogs 
to the same state as they were in before the departure of the Am- 
bassador, aud that Russia has ea the whole merely calied for the 
fuldimeatof the ancient weaties aad conventions. Ii, ander seach 
cireumsiavees, even alice the real delivery of an wltimetum, Ras- 
sia sull leaves it to the mediating Powers to obtain something 
later by new and energetic representations, the faifilment of the 
conditions of the ultimatum. which have set been at once compli- 
ed with, nobody surely cae say that Rassia has in the jeast com 
promised her honour; and lastly, when the Porte. shall have 
comphed with the moderate demands of Ressis, aad in this men 
acer peace be preserved. ia confetmity with the policy of Ruse 
and the wishes ef our Emperor, sarely no reasonable man will 
be able to discover ia it auy civougstasce injurious te the be- 
aoar of Russia. 

The possession of new (and, besides, desolated) provinecs 
oan be of litle ase to Russia. The Emperor reqeires greater 
and more sacred dues than that of employing his own and bw 
people's bleed and property in such conquests ; and car Misis- 
try is too well ioformed by Baroa Stregonoff biawself. net to com~ 
sider a Turkish war, under present circamstances, with al! the 
alteotion that the matter deserves. If there even was a war—*® 
subject calcalated to keep opiaions suspended till it was eotire- 
ly clearedup—it isthe difference between Russia and Torke}, 
which, in the management of the greatest and « isest Government, 
will certainly leave nothing to be desired, when the veil shall be 
at lewgth removed, ifthe mind, free from prejudice, will aot

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Chain Pier at Brighton. 


We feel a péculiar pleasare at all times ia tracing the ‘pro- 

of tbe Atts aod Sciences, in whatever way it may be cal- 
qlated to add to the sam of human happiness or comfort we 
drady enjoy. The exultation which we feel when we witness 
the riamph of the Arts over difficulties created by Natare, which 
geald almost appear insaperable, is a feeling we may all be 
poad to acknowledge, and searccly a Periodical Publication dr & 
Paper reaches as from England, which does not by ansouncing 
the projection or completion of some new Work of Art or Science, 
all forth this feeling in its highest degree. We bave now to 
gitice the ereetion at Brighton of a Suspension Pier on a prineci- 
ple proposed by; and ander the superintendance of Captaia 
Bows of the Royal Navy, which has been proved eapa- 
bie, first by comparison and since by the test of actual expe- 
iments, of resisting the operation of the most ferious sea, as 
ear Readers will perceive by the following account of it, which is 
isteresting, not only as describing a triumph of mere Art, bat also 
of bemanity, since many lives will be saved by it, and vessels may 
fide in safety wonder the lee of ition abeavy gale of wind. It is 
impossible, after rgading the description of this Pier, mot to ad- 
vert to the waat of something of the kind at Madras, or to {cel 
astonished that so many years bave elapsed without any at- 
tempt having been made, as far as we are aware of, to prevent 
the (reqaent aod melancholy loss of lives and property, which 
isso continually occarring there. Many plans, we believe, have 
been submitted, but cither the principle of them was not approved 
of, or the dread of expence and failure (considering perhaps the 
obstacle presented by the dreadful surf there, insarmouatable,) led 
te their being rejected. However this may have been, these ob- 
jections seem to be most fully met by this Plan of Captain Brown ; 
bis saspensioa Pier is, as we have already stated, and the account 
dit willshew, capable of resisting any sea, however violent, and in 
mgard to expence, it may be made to fall equally on all who de- 
tive benefit from its being erected, and not only pay its own ex- 
peace, bat yield a revenge to those who carry it into execution. 
his well kaown that independent of the loss of lives and shipping 
« Madras, goods at al! liable to damage, Gan bardiy ever 
be shipped without the risk of injary even in the most modérate 
weather owing to the surf; it cannot be doubted therefore, that 
the Merchants resident and trading there, would willingly come 
forward to aid im promoting the necessary measures for having 
mecha Pier erecied if it were deemed necessary, aed that all 
who resort there would most gladly contribute to the expence 
ia the way oftax after erection or subscription before hand. 


Let us hope then that a measure of sach afility and impor- 
tance will ere long be taken inate consideration either by the Go- 
Yeroment or by some enlightened individuals who may have 
weight and influence to cet it carried into elect. Shoeld it fail 
bowever to attract attention, we purpose at a fatere 
revert to the subject. In the mean time we beg of oar readers 
te give this account of Captain B's. Saspension Pier, their at- 
teative perasal, from which we will now no longer detain them.

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The subject for our consideration is not what it nowis, but what it may 
be made by the combined influence of wealth and talént devoted to its 
forther improvement. That it possesses abundant capabilities of excell. 
ing itself, as far as it excels every other plaée of fashionable resort, 
must be evident to those who are acquainted with its locality; and all 
who desire its increasing and permasent prosperity, mast be anxions to 
multiply its conveniencies and attractions. Mach has already been done. 
In a very few years, it bas more than trebled its magnitude and its po- 
polation. Am enormons capital bas been ember in order to maia- 
tain its eminence, and sender it worthy of the iliustrions and unexam- 
pled patronage it has so long enjoyed. Impfovement ought to be the 
order of the day, and as far as possible, every improvement should blend 
beanty with atifity, The erection of a Chain Pier is a ay api exactly 
of this character, and, if accomplished, will not only beautify our coast, 
bot confer upon (he Inhabitants and Visitors, and even apon the distant 
metropolis, very considerable advantages. Among the principal of these 
is, protection to Steam vessels, which by facilitating embarkation and de- 
barkation from a coast which has hitherto been found most inconvenient 
and even dengerons, it will open a more direct communication between 
Tendon and Paris, the two great marts of the civilised world, and the 
chief points of attraction to the commercial and inqnisitive of all nations, 
In the present state of our shore and the constraction of que packets, 
Brighton, as a way to ihe continent, has not been sbie ta compete with 
Dover and other places which owe all their importance ip this respect to 
their comparative proximity to the opposite coast. ; 

The establishment of Steam.vessels on the passage from Brighton 
to Dieppe, will effectnally remedy this evil. The voyage may then be 
made at allseasons of the year, These vessels will render the winter 
transit less dangerons, and the summer less tedious ; while brrensaring 
certainty asto the time of sailing, and the doration of the passage, the 
principal cause of the wapopalarity of Brightowas apetut of -embarka- 
tion, will be removed, and iheré will be a cheap, safe, and direst éom. 
mnnication wi 
the most powerful incentive te travellers and merchants to give it 
decided preference. 

But a Chaip Pier isan indispensable anxiliary, teSteam-wessels, 
which can neither land nor cena their passengers with ease and safety 
withont sach a convenience. ith some tt may be @ matier of doubt 
whether vessels, propelied by steam, can be adapted tothe passage be- 
tween Brighton and Dieppe; hat with scientific and nanticnl men this 
does not admit of question. To them it is ne longer) wild specalation ; 
the experiment bas been tried, and with complete, specess ;—tried in 
circumstances st:ikingly analogous to our own, and in some respects 
far more forbidding and repaleive ; in the Trish channel, across which, 
notwithstanding the swell rolling jo from the Attantice amiéat’ tempests 
aud hideous perils, these vessels have been téen during the whole of the 
present winter ploughing their way without sustaining any serions ia- 
july, or exciting any well-grounded apprehensions for the safety of 
their freightage and patsengers. 

Various collateral advantages arising ont of the erectién of & Pier, 
combined with this most important ove, may be stated as strengthénig 
the argument in favour of such a measnre. 

Brighiow by this means will not ouly become a most desirable point 
of embarkation ; but by being in a direct commauication with the month 
of the Seine, luggage of all descriptions cau be forwarded by thé chea- 
pest possible conveyance from the metropolis of the one country to 
that of the other ; and it is presamed that as by these improvements, 
the time ecoupied ja a voyage from this place té Frapée will be greatly 
diminished, and reduced to something like certainty, the mails at length, 
with the consent of Goveroment, will be transferred to this route, as 
the most eligible and dedirable, “For though tte passage tiem, Dover to 
Calais, be mach shorter than from Brighton to Dieppe; yat the distance 
of the one from Patis is mech greater than that of the other, and the ex- 
tra time thet would be consumed in the voyage, will be far more than 
compensated by the rapidity aud comparative shertness ofthe journey.

But there are sach « variety of cesenrees and contrivances ameng 
seafaring men, that iLisoot necessary for me to euter into a detail o 
the methods of gétfing on board or casting off these transporting 
chains. When the principie is understood, sailors will follow thrir owe 
plans and o@¢ restious in preference to any specific direction. The time

by al! seafaring men, who have ever acted under sach circamstances, 
and by those whose experience and observation have enabled them te 
jodge, that this could vot be effected ia less than three quarters of an 
hour, and what is to become of the three ships lying om the beach all this 
time, with a falling tide? the ships that have got off, are riding by 
their hawsers, aod nothing can be done antil they have slipped aad 
cast te sea, the bawsers hare then to be drawn on shore and got en 
board, but all the activity that could be exerted, would prove insuffici- 
ent to move them. 


The numerons instances of shipwreck, cecasioned, chie@ly from the 
insafficieocy of the means of heaving the ships off under the circumstan- 
ces alluded to, wiil shew, that I hare not made oat an hypothetical case. 


A most important distinction between the origina! system and the 
one now proposed, is, that in the one ease, all our resoarces are ready 
to be employed, either as expedients of mere convenience, or of great 
urgency. The iroa cables ave neither to waste, or decay at least 
their deterioration need form no item in the estimate, and therefore 
these ace never to-be removed. The engine and apparatas will be 
always ready when there are vessels on the beach, before 
high water, the cables will be equal to nine on tea inch 
hemp, and uniess it blows « decided gale, the power is sufficient to 
heave oat three ships at once, to the onter buvys, in the short space of 
twenty minates, and the cables, which revolve through the onter blocks 
as before mentioned, are ready to work the moment the vessels have got 
hold of the baoys. On the other band, we are never possessed of the con- 
vevienre, and in the case of exigency, there in every thing to be pre- 
pared. It woald be an endless expense to ker p hempen cabies rove in the 
biocks and lasing exposed on the sand and beach, and consequentiy, they 
are never got out till applied for, and such ia the relnctance to incur 
this expense, which I believe is about £4 for each ship, that it is freqnenut- 
ly delayed till the last extremity, anda total loss has enseed.—I pat it 
to any Gentleman in the General Meeting, who has witnessed these 

asters, to what cause they are to be attribated, and with no less con- 

ace, to the Gentiomen themselves for whom these means of protecti 
ou are chiefly inteuded, whether, in most instances, they might not 
have been the salvation of ships, Ad I think they will alse agree that 
I donmet appreciate the advantages of the proposed plane too highly, 
when I say, that one positive nad admitted instance of the fact, should 
greatly de away the problematical risk of a ship not being able to 
weather the Pier. 

The adoption of those plans will naturally lead to the consideration 
of their effects on the coasting trade of the town generally. Tt is ad- 
mitted that the price of every articte of merchandige is materially effect. 
edby the risk of the voyage, and we need not go farther than the ad- 
javeat ports of Nowhaven aad Shoreham, to prove the feet. The staple 
article of coal, for instance, is on the average throaghout the vear, as 
delivered to the purehacers, shoot 16. per chaidros, or apwards, of 30 
per cent, cheaper on the wharf of Shorehom than on the beach at Brigh- 
tom, Timber, and every other commodity subject to the additional risk, 
wiil of course be proportionabiy effected, 

Tt maat necessarily follow, that whatever tends to diminish the 
dimger of tending at Brighton, mast eventually lower the ireight, and 
plece the merchanis more apon an ¢ avity with their rival orighbours/ 

Tf these plans are coasiderod effectual for removing the difficulty 
to ships clearing the Pier, it will mot be viewed with « jealous feeling, 
bet rather be a subject of gratification, Mt. cre are advantages insepara- 
bie from them, which will tend to improve the interest of the ship own. 
ers and others coonccted with the town of Brighton. 





It may he necessary for me to state, that the origin of the desiga 
of the Break «ater was connected with the proposition of the Pier, and 
the prospectas was formed apon the estimate of hot works, therefore 
I may say that if these measores, which are submitted as om improve- 
meat on che eriginal design, ares proved of, they will,ig like manner, 
be incorpereted with the Pier, and the necessary steps taken te carry 
them into effect.

UNDER THE PATRONAGE OF HIS MAJESTY, THE ROVAL 
BRIGHTON PIER OF SUSPENSION. 





The great benefits which Brighton, and the Public at large, woald 
derive from the erection of a substantial and commodiogs Pier, are se 
clearly stated in the following Reports, and the Resolutions which were 
founded thereon, at the General Meeting of the Town, which was con- 
vewed by the High Constable on the 26:h of February last, that it ls on- 
ly necessary to beg a reference to them, and an attentive perasal.—ft 
is alse confidently hoped, that it will anpear from the Prospectns thag 
the interest of the lodividaals who may beceme enberibers, and who are 
desiroas of promoting the pian, are placed in a no less satisfactory view, 


Hence it becomes a subject of deeper solicitude, that there should 
be no faitacy in the principle, or imperfection in the construction, which 
would eadanger its future security aod frastrate the important object, 

With regard to its atreogth, when there areso many conspicuous 
examples of the power of piles to resist the sea in Ure most exposed gl. 
tuations, any theoreticad iilustration wonld be saperfaons. But before 
notice is taken of the works which have preceeded aud given rise to 
the proposed plan, a few instances may be stated, such as at the Sheers, 
the Gon Fleet, and other beacons on the North Coast; and coming neare 
er to the point itvelf, the iron beacon on the Biack Rork, gear Leith, 
which ts about two miles S. E from the Trinity Pier, has stood alone for 
years; North Yarmouth jetty, and the Pier at Ostend, on the opposite 
cotst, remain firm, opposed to the sea fromtheS. B. and N, W. and 

ré no repair bot what aries from the decay of the timber; and at 
Cronstadt, in the Gatph of Finland, there are batteries erected on piles 
like to many islands, which have remained there from the time of Peter 
the Great. 


It may now be noticed, without entering farther into so wide a field, 
that the Trisity Pier, which (although on the same privciple) tein ait 
respects amore slender and inferior stractare to the proposed yier at 
Brightod, waserected daring the stormy season of the fon | and 
even io its aofidished state, while it was of coarse leas capable of resist. 
ing the shock of the sea, it suffered no lojary. Since its completion, the 
following reports will shew that its strength and security are beyond all 
question, and that its atility has sarpassed the most sangelae expecta. 
ons.

** Sn —In compliance with your wish to hear how the new Pier of 
Suspension, at Trinity, has stood the late violent easterly gales, to which 
it is very mach exposed, we feel very great pleasare in informing you 
that it has not received the most trifling damage ; and that since the pier- 
head has-been lenfthened to 70 feet, the Steam Boats are able to lay 
on the lee side of it with perfect secarity in the strongest gales we have 
had, the violence of the sea being exhausted in passing through the dif. 
ferent ranges of the piles. 


** So little is the vibration of the chains and platform, that we have 
never known the least alarm to be expressed by passengers going along 
it; and great nombers frequent it even in this inclement season, merely 
for the purpose of taking a waik along it.

The expense of erecting the Pier, or Steam-engine, and other apva- 
ratus for heaving ships ont beyond the Pier, wl be £27,000, which it is 
intended to raise by subscription, in shares of £109 each. As the plans 
and specifications are in the hands of Thomas Attree, Esq. Solicitor, 
Brighton, it will not be necessary here to enter into a detail. It mav, 
however, be desirable to state, that the Pier will be 19 feet wide, and 
extended on fous spans of 230 feet, to the distance of 1,000 feet from the 
high water mark, and the onter or main Pier-head will form an area of 
about 4.200, and be elevated 10 feet above the highest spring tides. 

The affairs of the Concern will be conducted by a Committee, con- 
sisting of a Treasurer and ten Proprietors, who are to be chosen by a 
majority of votes at a General Meeting; and five of the above Proprie- 
tors are also to be chosen by a majority of votes to act as Managers, who 
are to have the power of appointing a Pier.master, and other persons, 
whose services or avocations may be required for the general benefit of 
the Proprietors. 


All other conditions relative to the financial branches and recipro- 
cal interest of the Proprietors, will be fully stated on a separate deed, 
to be drawn up in a proper legal form by a Solicitor, 

The situation in all respects most suitable both for the convenience 
of the public and the interest of the Brighton Pier Company, is opposite 
the Kast Parade of the Old Steyne, and as T.R. Kemp, Esq. and C. 8. 
Dickens, Esq. have, in the mostliberal and handsome manner, which 
mast lay, notonly the proprietors of the Pier, but the whole community, 
under lasting obligations, granted a sufficient space of ground for forming 
the Pier, and relinquished all their manorial rights, it will not be neces. 
sary to apply for an Act of Parliament for authority te levy and collect 
a toll, or pontage in the Pier, because the beach & free for landing and 
emba:kingin boats as heretofore, and it becomes perfectly voluntary or 
optional to enter apon and pay for the accommodation of the Pier. 


It is intended that the platform shall be horizontal with the East 
Parade, and extend in the same direction ont to sea—as there can be 
no doubt that the Pier would become a place of fashionable resort, great 
emoluments would be derived from this source alone,—indepeodeat of 
this, would be the specific revenue secured by a lease to be paid by the 
Proprietors of the Steam Packets, and as it is one of the objects of the 
Pier to permit the shipment of carriages and horses, under certain re- 
gulations consistent with the convenience of visitors, a considerable 
eum will be raised by this means. 


It is not intended that Merchants’ ships shoald load or discharge 
theic cargoes at the Pier, and no fish is to be landed unless wader parti+ 
cular circumstances, to be judged by the Pier-Master ;—bat as great 
advantages must be derived to the Town, and Proprietors of the Pier, 
from the traffic in trait, eggs, &e. &c. with France, small craft and boats 
are to be permitted to come alongside, by paying certain daes for 
the vessels, and a certain rate upon their goods, the amount of which 
will be fixed by the Committee of Management; pleasure-yachts are to 
pay certain dues for laying alongside the Pier, and a farther rate foe 
the company landing from or embarking on board them, and the shore 
boats belonging to the Town of Brighton and others, which are ia the 
constant practice of using the beach, whether owned in the town or not, 
are to be permitted to embark or land passengers er pleasere parties, 
who are to pay the weaal rate for landing on the Pier; bat the boats 
before mentioned, are to be exempted from paying any does for coming 
alongside, aud the crew are to be allowed to land without any charge 
being made: but euch boats are not te continue at the Pier louger than 
is necessary to land of take on board passengers or pleasure parties, 
and are to be subject to the orders of the Pier.Master, in regard to the 
length of time to be allowed for this purpose, and this permission alla. 
ded to, is not to be considered as an abandonment of the right of the Pier 
Company, to charge boats of the above description the usual Pier daes; 
bet as a favour and preference given to the fishermea and boatmes be- 
boagiag te the tows of Brighiou aud its dependencies.

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There is no cirenmstance connected with the establishment of a Pier 
at Brighton, which wil! be viewed with more satisfaction, either by the 
Proprietors or the Public, than the ready means it will afford of dis. 
patching boats to the assistance of vessels in distress,— however well dis. 
posed the fishermen or pilots may be to venture to sea in 2 heavy gale te 
their retief, their utmost skill and hardihood are anavailable to lanach 
their boats through the sarf at low water; and even at the height of the 
tide it is frequently impracticable ; itis therefore intended to erect Da. 
vits on the side of the Pier to sapport a boat, which will always be rea- 
dy to lower down. There are no description of vessels better calculated 
for this service than what are termed the Brighton hog-beats,—when 
they are fairly clear of the beach and breake:s, (which the boat would 
be the moment it was launched), they work off the coast in the mest 
surprisiog manner, 


As it will at all events be necessary to have a boat's crew of at 
least four active able bodied men, belonging to the Pier, those men, in 
order to be available for the duty alluded to, mast be Pilots for Shore- 
ham or Newhaven, and when the large beat is to be sent to sea, there 
can be no difficslty in engaging three or foar mento complete the 
complement. That inthe course of time many ships and vessels may 
receive assistance, and be saved from shipwreck by this means, is the 
most reasonable of all hypotheses —and as the vessel and other smaller 
boats would be part of the property of the Company, and maintained by 
it, they would be entitled to salvage or to a remaneration in proportion 
to the extent of services rendered, as asual in such cases. 

But the sources from whence the revenae of the Pier is to be deriv- 
ed, which will yield a large interest to the Proprietors agreeable to the 
sum which they may respectively invest, will be so satisfactorily 
shewn in the following statement, that itis not necessary te reckon on 
any profits arising from such contingencies, however plausible and flat.

BIENNIAL ELECTION OF WARDENS OF THE PRIN- 
CIPAL CATHOLIC CHURCH. 

VESTRY ROOM, SUNDAY, FEBRUARY 16, 1823. 

The singalar, and we believe quite anomalous Constitution 
of the Catholic Church in Calcutta, with respret to its temporal 
concerns, renders it an object of pecoliar interest: we have 
therefore willingly devoted a portion of our columns to the pro- 
ecedings at the EBiection on Suaday last, in the hope that their 
being laid before the Pablic, may lead to a fair consideration of 
the differences that seem to divide the Catholic Commanity, and 
the establishment of the rights aad privileges of the respective 
prrties on = eure foundation, so as to preclude the occarrence of 
soch misunderstandings in futare, and by the removal of the mat- 
ter of dissension promote that harmony of feeling that is so de- 
sirable. We have received varioas Letters on the subject, which, 
as well as the other information we possess by other means 
convince us, that several things occurred that could not be 
aprroved of, and some deserving of the censure bestowed up- 
on them; bat as the matter is still andecided, and there is 
more need of healing the differences that exist than of irritating 
them still farther, our Correapondents, we believe, will join with 
us in thiokiog, that as the matter is now jaid so fully before the 
Public, the insertion of Letters containing censures, that would 
be more asefaily addressed to ap individual thaa the public, to 
whom he, beiag upoamed be may uaknown, must be worse thao 
unprofitable, 

Of the right of illiterate persons to rote, we can ourselves 
form no opinion; and it mast be decided by the express rules or 
notorious practice oa former occasions. But the disqualification 
calls to mind the speculations of «» Reformer of the aame of 
Govatsry, the same who lately applied to Parliament for redress 
ou acevunt of bis treatment by the Canadian Gove: ament. 

Altho’ an advocate of Universal Suffrage, he suggested as a 

strong encoeragement to education, that only such persons as 
could write a legible hand should be allowed to vote for Mem- 
bers of Parliament, If the Catholic Community have expressly 
adopted this rale for the above or any other cood reason, no 
candidate for the Wardeaship is jastified in wishing its violation. 
But it the rule has never been sanctioned and fixed, it would be 
enjost to censure an individaal for resorting to lawful means of 
secaring bis appointment to a sitgation which is a laudable ob- 
jeet of ambition, 


They entirely mistake the stractare of society who suppose 
that an extension of the right of suffrage to all, would neces- 
sarily raise persons into power without cither property or res- 
pectatility. For the inflaence of wealih and character which 
sullices to ensare the support df the higher aod middiing classes, 
most necessarily be so mach more potent among the lower. To 
ima, ine, then, that a mu'titade of Beggars would concar in electing 
ary ove of themselves, having no qualities entitling him to 
preminenee, more than any of bis fellows—is to look for a miracle 
ia the moral world as great asif we were, in the physical, to 
@ipect the water of the Ocean to rise and form itseif 
inte durable Pyramids. Sach men as Mr. Barretio will never 
fail to be chosen to manage the eMairs of a community so situat- 
ed; aad itis serely more honourable to enjoy sach a place of 
us by free and open caayas of their merits and claims than if by 
bereditary right. Lostead therefore of fecling burt at their condact 
being closely investigated acd discassed, they owrht to resume 
their sitaations with sdditional pride, after baving passed 
through such an honourable ordeal. We would by uo means dis- 
fourage the free and candid expressions of men's sentiments on 
eb as ccrasion; bat temper and moderation ought mever to be 
boi sigh: of, ag thes anpear to have bren by one individes!, «he 
toes vot seem to know that while vielence and seer render a 
@ts more obsozionus to bis adversaries, they cacnet mske him 
More respected by his friends, aor more seccessfial in sup rorting 
Sy wbyects be may bave ju view, which would be equally well at 
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: taioed by calm firmness, while a contrary line of conduct detracts 
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from the merit of even public-spiriu d eacrtions, 

The Vicar, who acted as Chairman of the Meetiag, opened 
it by a long address ia the Portuguese language ; in which be im 
timated that in consequence of the question respecting the juris- 
dictioa of the Bishop of Maliapore having been agitated in the 
Newspapers, he felt incumbent on him to offer bis sentiments om 
the subject. He strenaously contended that this Cherch was sub= 
ject to the diocese of Maliapore ; on which a voice from the crowd ¢ 
exclaimed “ Nego” (I deny.) The Vicar proceeded to read seve- 
ral papers in sapport of his argument; bat these we understand 
were all of a prior date to the decree passed in the Supreme 
Court, as thentioned in the Jounnat of Saturday, by which the 
authority attempted to be exercised by the Bishop of Maliapore 
was rot aside, In conclasion he called upon the people to exercise 
their judgment honestly, in the election of persons in whom they 
could confide the interests, and ia whose hands they could safely, 
repose the affairs of the Chareb. 


Mr. Thomas D'Mowre Sinacs (addressing himeelf to thal 
Vicar) —* Are we, from vour explanation, to infer that the Jurisdig- 
tien which the Bishop .of Maliapore can exercise extends merely 
to spiritaal matters aod that so long on!y as an Augustinian Friae 
hold« the office of a Vicar by the election of the Parishioners? 
Under this view of the case only, I presume, the authority of that 
Prelate oan be recognised,” 


Mr. Peren Penetna Lopes (the individaal who had exprese 
sed his dissent from the crowd) then came forward and protésted 
against the Cuuaca being considered as iociuded in the diocese 
of Maliapore, on which the Vicar observed that he (the Vicar) 
was subject to that anthority ; and that if the right of his Superiog, 
was denied, it mest be obvious that the Sacraments which he 
had administered, and the Marriages be bad solemuised, must be 
nall and ef pon effcect, 


Mr. Anonew Hasencer remarked, that os Spiritual Jarisdic- 
tion was a somewbat ambiguous expression, it would be satisfac- 
tory to obtain the opinion of the Vicar as to what he understood 
to be its extent, 


Mr. Geonce Rowtaxp seconded this proposal, and joined 
in reqaestiog the Vicar to explain what he understood to be the 
trae import of the term Spiritaal Jurisdiction, as it was of great 
moment to the community, that there should be ne misconcep- 
pion on the subject. 


The Vicar declared that his opinion was that the Bishop of 
Maliapore hada Jurisdiction only in Spiritual matters, and no 
controul whatever over the temporal concerns of the Charch. 


With this explanation those present declared ibey were 
satisficd, 

Mr, Haseacer then proceeded to read an Extract from the 
Catcurta Jounvat of Saturday, wherein it washinted that 
“a disposition existed in a certain quarter to bring the affairs of 
the Church again ander the controal of the Bishop of Malia. 
pore ;" adding that that this was a very alarming report, aod 
the: if incorrect such an intention should be pablicly disavowed, 


The Vicaa rose aod solemoaly denied, that oo bis part, or 
on the part of any other, as far as be koew, there existed 
any such intention. He them requested the Meeting to proceed 
to the Election 


Mr, Joseru Baanetro shortly after read » Paper inthe Pore 
taguese language, explanatory of the procecdings of the Wardeus 
daring their last Biensial Admiaistration ; and concladed by read- 
jog an sbstract of the Accounts, showing the Keecipts to have beéa 
abowt Sioca Rupres 62 000 and the D: charsements Sieea Rapecs 
@ 000; and be contended that this excess in the expendituio 
coeld pot possibly be avoided. 


Mr. Hasentet then ssid, that before proceeding to the 
Blection, he wished to call the attention of the Parishoners to two 
peiets, Pirat, he wished to ascertaiail the Wardens heave « right 
te refoee civiog an anewer to any Aoplieation made to them hy 
the Parishioners! He adverted to a Letter which bad lately bees 
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addressed to them by a large body of the Parishioners, repre- 
seating the propriety of retaining the Reverend Mr. Murphy 
on the Clerical Establishmeat; when the reply received 
from the Wardeos was that for various REASONS they coald 
not comply with the wishes of the Parishioners. Another 
Lette: was then sent, sigoed by two df the applicants, requesting 
to be iufermed, previous to the approaching Evection, of some of 
the variwus reas-ns which iuduced the Wardens te refuse con- 
plisuce wiih their application; as mach time would be lost to no 
purpose in circulating the reply received to those who signed the 
the Address, before they could take any other measures, To the 
second Application the Wardens returned no reply whatever, He 
therefore propo+ed thatit shoald be pat to the vote by the Chair- 
man whether or aot the Wardens were bound in duty to assicao 
their reasons for resisting the wishes of the Parishioners. The 
second pointto which he wished to call their attention was whether 
the Wardeas bad a right to vote away the fuads of the Charch 
Without the eousent of the Parishioners? Ho aluded to the 
sum of two thoasand rupees which they bad subscribed to the 
Irish Cuoarity ; adding that althoogh the grant was taadavle and 
“woald, he believed, have received the approbation of the Parishi 
@ners, )ct it was improper thas to dispose of their foods without 
consulting them. 


Mr, Binnerro explained; that as the Wardens were the 
Representatives of the People, in them was vosied the power of 
actiog according to their owa discretion; and he thought they 
were perfectly able to jadge what was proper to be dove on such 
occasions, 

Mr. Row ano admitted that they asthe Represeatatives 
of the People had a certain discretionary power, butalways with- 
in certain limits, He stated that their right to disbarsement did 
not extend beyood the ordinary repairs of the Church and other 
incidental current expences; and was of opinion that in this 
instance they had certainly exoceded the latitude that belonged 
to them, as (hey ought in an exiraordivary case of this mature, an- 
doubtedly to have takeu the opinion of the People. 


Mr Birrerro stated as a justification of their conduct, 
that in the case of the Trish Subscription there was no time to 
cali a Meeting for the purpose of obtaining the opinion of the 
Parisbiouvers. 

Some individual observed, that this might be allewed to 
pass as aa expuae, bat it was by ne means valid oF satisfactory ; 
as the Meeting might have been called ia less than a week, 
whereas the trish Subscription continucd open for several mouths 
afterwards. 

M.. Row ayo now insisted that the People should be call- 
ed upon to declare if the Wardeas were jastified in refusing to 
assign a specific reason (or not attending to the letter respectiog 
the Raglish Catholic Preacher, and ia not answering the second 
Jetter at all, 

Mr. Hanserncer.—“*It was treating us with comtempt —I 
repeat my reqaest that it be put to the vote.” 

Mr. Bannerro.—* We did not consider the Letter as from 
the People generaily, because no Meeting of the Parishooers was 
held to take their sease of the matter ; it Was conseqoently con- 
sidered a partial request.” He added that independant of the 
objection to this informality, the compliance with the wishes of 
the applicants would be introdaciag an ianovation. 


Me. Sinaes.—“ Was it not aa iaaovation to subscribe to 
the Irish Charity?” 


Mr. Rowtann. —“* Where is the harm of adopting an inno. 
vation whey it is evideatly an improvement?” 


Mr. Faancts Vaio, (one of the Wardens): —" Oar reason 
for not auswering the second letter was, because ealy two Ladi- 
viduals sigoed it, and becaase it was coasidered disrespecial as 
an answer was requested before the New Biection.” 


Mr. Rowtano—Conceived that the most preper mode 


of proceeding would bave beca for the Wardens, upon recei ving 
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the application, to call a Meeting of the Parishioners, to hare re. 
galated their reply to the applicants by what was determined 
at such Meeting. 

Mach conversation ensued, and it was Goally resolved that 
matters of such general importance shoald ia future be deter. 
mised apoo, by convoking a General Meeting. 

The Vicar again rose aod proposed that the Votes shovig 
be coliecied : aud 10 ball aa bour the followiog resalt was shows:

Mr VxiGNon (who took upon himseif to seruatiaige the votes) 
intimated that votes not signed should wot be received. 


Mr. Row ano arged that as long as the cards expressed 
the names of the persons who voted, no objection could rea- 
sonably be made to their being admitted:—That some of 
the Parishioners could not write from infirmity, others 
could pot write at alli; but if they tendered their votes 
personally and koew the parties whom they elected, they 
could pot be justly deaied the right of voting: that as the Church 
belonged to the poor, and their sabsisience depended in a great 
measure upon the revenues of the Church, they should be per. 
mitted to choose the Individuals whe should represent tbeir inter. 
ests, and on whom they could depend for the just distribation of 
the charity made frem tbe Courch Punds., 


The Cuitamay was of opinion that the poor class of people 
who capoot wr ite should not vote. 

Mr. Rowiano:—This is only your opinion; let it be pet 
to the Parishioners now assembied, whether or uot, the poor, 
merely because they caanot wiite, bat possessing every other 
iacultics, should vote oo such an occasion ! 


The Chairman having declined putting the question, 

Mr. Rowcanp: —We must be guided by the general sense 
of the Parishiouers, and as this question is momentous, I agais 
call upod you to propose it. 


Oa the Chairman's repeatiag his refasal to de so, the qurstios 
was finally putby Mr. Rowland, at the sametime disavowin: any 
iateation of offeace to the Chairman; and it was carried by accle 
mation, 

After some desultory conversation it was, we anderstent, 
settled, that the poor has the right of choosing Wardens, provid 
ed their names are iaserted in tbe cards, and these are deliv 
personally. 

The Chairman was then called upon to decide whetber M. 
Rowland or Mr. DeCruz should become a Warden, both hares 
the same number of votes. It was declared, that the oldest pe 
son should have the preference: Mesers. Josern Bapatt™ 
Tuomas DeSousa, Taowas D’'Mowre Stwats, and Jonn DaCees 
were consequently declared duly eleeted. 


Mr. BaReerro observed that any person residing io #* 
ther Parish should not be allowed to vote or be elected a warde® 


Mr. Rowaaxp denied the existence of any legal dive 
sion ef the Parish of Caicuits, and deciared that not hvag %* 
gach was Mr. Barretio’s opinion, io support of which be reae s 
letter written by Mr. B. bimscif, blauseg the lohabitac’ tet 
submitting to sucha division. Mr. Reewlaed loudly provesied 
acainst the division being rreogamed sinhoat the assent o! we 
People ; deciariag that as Bo proper satherity bad decided 
i was by me means well established, 
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Mr. Baxretro contended, the people had sanctioned this 
division by contributing to both Churches*® 


Mr. Row.anp—* They were imposed epon.” 


Mr. Jonw DaCavz then tendered his resignation, after which ° 
Mr. Baretto declared that his age and infirmities won!d not admit 
of his supporting any longer the laborious duties of a Warden. 


Mr. De Sevra also tendered his resicnation, particularly 
as Mr. Vrienon was not re-elected and his late Colleagues were 
pot to act, and be did not feel bimseif competent withoat their 
co-operation. 


Mr. James Rostaw nroposed that a week's time be allowed 
them for,andertaking their Office; it would be for the Wardens 
to consider whether they meant positively to resica or not. 


Mr. Hapercert proposed as the resignations had been ten- 
dered and the Parishioners could not insiet on the Gentlemen's 
accepting, it sould be better to consider those who bad next the 
majority of votes as daly elected. 


Mr. Wa. D'M.Stwaes conceived thatit would have heen pro- 
perfor Mr. Barretto and Mr. DaCruz to have signified their inten- 
tions before the Votes were collected, as their having concealed 
their intention had made the Electors lose their votes; and that 
the best plan now weuld be to make a new Election anon Sunday 
next, if the present Wardens adhere to their determination. 


Mr. Hasercer seconded the proposition. It was accord- 
ingle agreed that epon ascertaining the intention of the Wardens, 
the Parishicners should meet again at 11 o'clock on Sunday next, 
and clect a new set of Wardens.

Good Hope.—Letters of a very recent date were 
Bsn Ae city yesterday evening from the Cape of Good 
Hope, bat their contents are of mo great importance. Governor 
Oliver's “long add stormy” administration had terminated ; and 
be, and his lady, whose fondaess for “ barbaric peart and gold” 
bas been so mack noticed, hadicft the Cape in a Whaler for 
Bocland, “ wept, praised, and honoured,” by all whom he had 
ruled. 


The appointment of Sir Thomas Castles, Bart. and of Wil- 
liam Bridle, Esq. of Lichester, Theodore Hook, Bsq. of the 
Maaritias, aad of Thomas Reynolds, Esq. of Rekiavik in Ire- 
land, the former to be Governor of the Cape, and the latter to 
be Colonial Secretaries, were known to the Colonists, and bad, 
as was anticipated by the Jonw Buit, New Times, aad us, givea 
great and general satisfaction. 


State of Ireland.—The intelligence broarkt as from Treland 
by Tharsday’s mail is of that kind, with which we have been too 
long familiar, and holds out a0 prospect of the speedy close of the 
contest, which has inflicted so many evils upon that devoted coan- 
try. Hudson Bar| Longweed, and Thomas Viscount Corfu, who 
was raised, we need not remind our readers, to the Peerage, some 
years simee, at the solicitation of the Graad Seignior, have jast 
been nominated Lords Wardens and Goalers-General of the 
Western Marches, and are encamped in the vieinity of Athlom 
with a large force. No attempt had, however, been made by 
their Lordships to cross the Shannon; and it was the general 
opiaion in camp, that no offensive operations would be ander- 
taken against the rebels for some time; aot, perhaps, uatil the 
arrival of the Todian Warriors from Canada, and the janction of 
the long-looked for re-inforeement ef Chasseurs sod Dogs from 
Caba rendered complete success a matter of certainty. 


All Connaught and Manster are ocenpied by the Rebels with 
Arms and Ammuoition; they are bat indifferently provided. Large 
supplies of material are expected from France and America; and 
the Rebel Leaders encourage their deluded foliowers with hopes 
of powerful Military and Navai aid from these countries.
